During the administration of this sa- 
crament the bishop Impressed upon 
the conference the beauty and Impres- 
siveness of the service and urged the 
conducting of tbia aervice in tbe way 
laid down In tha dlMlpUne. 

Fbllowing the Lord'a Supper came 
the orgMiliation of tbe conference. 
Rev. 0. J. Carder, Secretary of the last 
Conference called the roll. Fifty-four 
members and fifteen probationers an- 
swered present. At this Juncture a 
motion was carried instructing the 
secretory to write leters of sympathy 
to all ministers kept away from con- 
ference by reason ot alokneaa In tbe 
family.

One of the most ploaaing features of 
tbe day waa the nqon lunch that waa 
served so nicely by the ladlee of the 

church. The other pastors of tbe city 
and Mr. Carl Dodds, Secretary of the 
fliamber of Commerce were present 
liy special itivitatloii. After jiartaking 
oi the luneli. itev. Hunt att master of 
ceremonies Introduced Secretary 
Dodds who welcomed the Conference 
on behalf of the Chamber of Com- 
merce and the city of Maysville.

AMERICAN RED CROM 

The American Red Cross Iihs iM r l'ictid pliuis to oare for Ameri- 
cans who may be capturi-d and held in (Jerraan priflon camps. A 
Prisoners' Relief Committee has ln'i-n organized at Berne, Switzer- 
hmd, uiidcr the .sii|)< i vision of Kilis L Drcscl, of the American Lega- 
tion. Mr. Dresel served from the oiitijreak of the war in 1914 up to 
our breaking off diplomatic relations as an attache of the American 
Embassy at Berlin, where his duties include relief work for men of 
the Entente nntionalitii's in German prison camps. 

Today only al)oiit one hundred American prisoners are held in 
Germany. Must ol' ilicsc arc i-ivilians taken off Amei'ieau inerehant- 
ment tinil have l)een sunk l)y Teuton submarines. More recent ar- 
rivals in the prison eauips imd served as gun crews, since the arming 
of our mercliant ships. 

Speedy provi.flon for llieir relief and for those who may be taken 
prisoner is necessitated by the (iernian policy of nivinf: their |)rison 
ers of war food totally inadeipintc to keep men in trood lieallli. Thi 
extremely hi(,'li death rate among Russian, .Serbian and Roumanian 
prisoiu'i-s in (fcrmany and Austria (HO per cent in the case of Ron- 
manians) has been largely due to the inability of Russia and the 
Balkan states to orgitnize the rationing of prisoners of their nation- 
nlties from their home countries. 

A recent cable dispatch from Paris tells of a Kreneli soldier jiist 
back from a German prison camp and in the last stuge of tuberculosis 
This soldier was one of a battalion of n thousand young and health* 
men captured in a body, early in the war. .More than fifty per ceni 
of the number are now dead, or have been returned to Kranee, vii 
Switzerland, as insurables. 

Malnutrition, no less than nnsanitiiry conditions, produces llies- 
results. Mritish, Caimdian and Australian prisoners of war in (iei 
many now depend exclusively upon food shipped to them from I-oii 
don, and generally give llir |iii»(in eanip r.iiidii lo prisiuieiN uf ullin 
co>nifries, who are, as a rule, le.ss well provided, Bread is already be 
ing dispatched from Berne to the Americans in Germany, and ai 
rangements have also lu en made for transmitting letters and moncj 
from their families and friemls in this country. 

Thus far oidy bread has been supplied by the Heme Coinniiltee . ! 
the .\mcriean Red Cmss, .\ssorted food |i;iii'cis iiiid cIolliin<r v^tl! .li 
so be forwarded soon In the meantime the Cenlttil Prisoners of War 
Committees of TiOndon is acting on behalf of American prisoners in 
Germany, sendin;: tliein such foods as the Committee regularly de- 
spatches to I'tritisii and colonial prisoners. 

By arrangement with Germany, these food i)arcels are sent to the 
prisoiiei' three times a fortnight. The parcels sujiplcnient the bread 
wliich is also regularly supplied, and each of tiiem. contains ten pounds 
of meat, butter, sugar, jam, coffee or tea, salt, rice, and dried fruit. 
Tile .\mcri('an l{ed Cross is forwardini; to Berne stocks of the same 
foodstuft's, as well as cheese, evaporated milk, codfish, and mixed bis- 
cuit. Tinned goods cannot he sent to prisoners, for Germany 1ms 
made over the tin ciPMlainers as hand •rreiiades. 

Ninety-five percent of the British |)iicka}:es .sent into Germany, 
with card re< t i|)ts to be mailed baelt by the prisoner, have been duly 
receipted for. The American Red Cross, also, will i nclose jtostal 
cards, as a means of making sure that American prisoners do actual- 
ly receive the food parcels.

At inter- 
vals an ofllcer from the Inspector Oen- 
eral's department reviews the men In 
each organisation; examines their 
arms, equipment, and supplies; looks 
over all records showing experidtures 
of money or distribution of property;

In this way the 
higher officers are kept informed at 
all times as to the state of attatrs In 
every section of the Army. 

The .Judge Advocate General's de- 
portment Is the legal department of 
the Army. It prepares opinions on 
legal questions for the guidance of 
other officers or departments; serves 
as the repreaentative of the biw in 
military courts, and kaepa the legal 
records of the Army. Closely related 
Is the office of Provost Marshal Gen- 
eral, who has charge, among other 
tilings, of enforcing the selectlve-ser- 
vire law.

The Corps of Knginecrs are the 
skilled workmen of the .Army They 
lay out permanent camps and en- 
trenehmenta;. Imlld and repair mili- 
tary roads, radnwda, and bridges; dig 
saps and mines under the enemy's 
trenches; and take care of other work 
which requires technical skill of this 
character 

TlK-ori^iieally the Knglneer Corps is 
not one of the fighting arms; but In 
practice they are often called upon to 
flght and to perform dangerona duties. 
They aay talM brMgaa or dig en- 
trenehmenta, for aanple, under the 
enemy's Are. In modern warfare the 
engineer* play a highly Important— 
■nd often an heroic— part 

The Signal Corps is the nieHsage- 



portant, even on the battlefield. 

A flrat-olaaa signalman la expert 
with all these various methods. He is 
also a good horsemflrt, since he must 
be able to' move about rapidly. Mis 
duties may frequently carry him into 
the battle line and into other danger- 
ous positions, and he must know how 
to defend himself; his chief weapon is 
the pistol. There is no branch of th<- 
senrlee in which a man'a intelligence, 
initiative and technioal akill count for 
more. 

The Signal Corps of tli(> American 
Army Includes the aviation seetion, 
which has grown to be of sneh vital 
importance. The best-known types of 
air planes are the scouting machine 
which goes out to get information by 
flying over the enemy's lines; the 
bombing maohlne, which goes out to 
do as much damage as possible to the 
enemy's military works; and the swift 
fighting machine, which attacks ene- 
my air planes and protects tho slower 
scouting and bombing machines. The 
w^rk Is dangerous, but partly for this 
reason is especially attractive to men 
of high Intelligence and daring.

Washington, August Knlistud 
men of the National Army, National 
Guard and regular army will be given 
every opportunity to lit themBclves for 
commissions, it was learned today. 
This is In Hue with the Used policy 
of the Ooranunent to take no more 
offleora or offloer candidates from civil 
life after the second series of officers' 
trahiing camps, now in progress, has 
l>een completed. Thereafter all addi- 
tional olllcers needed will bo found in 
till' raiiks of tlie various branches of 
I lie war army. 

To curry out this plan It has vir- 
tually be^ decided to estabUah an of- 
flcera' school at each of the divisional 
training camps. Men from the ranks, 
who show special quallflcatlons, will 
he sent to these schools. With staffs 
of French and nritish olllcers of ex- 
pi'rieiiec on tlie firing lines on duty at 
each canij) as advisers, an unusual op- 
portunity for lecture courses will be 
presented. 

The divisional oiBcers' camps will 
make the third aerlea of sooh camps 
arranged by the War Department to 
provide men to command the enor- 
mous forces being raised for the war. 
No line commission will be granted 
to men from civil life after they are 
started, except that a few men who 
were denied admission to the other 
camps through loss of their orders in 
the mail or some other mlBchance, 
may be given an opportunity in the 
third series. 

Secretory Baker pointed ont today, 
In reply to a question as to whether 
the European divisional army organi- 
zation adopted for the war would be 
continued after the restoration of 
pi'Hce, that with the exception of the 
otticers of the regular army and a

The iiuestlon of establishing a eon- 
tiiiiiinj; military policy of universal 
service has been debated to some ex- 
tent recently. The impression pre- 
vails among many members of Con- 
gress, however, that it would be un- 
wise to take up this question now. 
If the war Is long, it may become 
necessary to provide for the reglstra
